MRS. KEMPER AT CHAUTAUQUA

four new faculty members to the music department 
for the 1979-80 school year. 

JAMES GBUREK has been appointed an instructor 
of music to replace Dr. Doyle who retired last spring.

FREDERICK A. BECK replaced Edward Sandor as 
our instructor of trumpet. Dr. Beck holds the B.S. 
Degree from the University of Vermont and both 
the MM and DMA degrees from the Eastman School 
of Music and the University of Rochester. His 
teaching experience includes instrumental instruction 
in elementary and secondary schools in Vermont and 
Maine as well as trumpet instruction at Bowdoin 
College, Nazareth College in Rochester, the State 
University of New York at Geneseo, and the Eastman 
School of Music. He has performed with the Eastman 
Wind Ensemble, the Portland Symphony Orchestra, 
and the Rochester Philharmonic. His professional 
experience also includes extensive commercial and 
jazz performance.

This will be the fourteenth annual tour for the choir 
but the first year, since its inception in 1966, that the 
choir has toured in the winter. Concerts at Lean, N.Y. 
and at St. Bonaventure University will highlight the 
series of performances in schools located between 
Mansfield and Jamestown, N.Y. The tour will 
culminate with a concert on the Mansfield campus 
Sunday afternoon, December 9th at 3:00 p.m. in 
Steadman Theatre. 

Another departure from past touring practice will 
be the participation of the M.S.C. Admissions Office. 
A member of the admissions staff will accompany the 
choir to disseminate information about the college 
and to promote discussions with guidance counselors 
and other interested parties at the various schools on 
the tour itinerary. 

Membership in the fifty voice Concert Choir is 
open to any M.S.C. student by audition. Many 
departments have been represented in the choir 
membership over the years. During its existence the 
choir has performed for many thousands of students 
and citizens in Pennsylvania, New York, New Jersey, 
and Washington, D.C. In December of 1973, the 
Concert Choir won the Rome International Choral 
Festival Gold Medal in addition to performing at 
St. Peter's Basilica and Notre Dame Cathedral of 
Paris. Associate Professor of Music, David J. Dick, 
has conducted the choir since 1967. Accompanist for 
the choir this year is Mary Shulze of Ramsonville, 
N.Y.

HORN WORKSHOP THIS FALL 

David Borsheim, through the cooperation of the 
MSC music department and the International Horn 
Society, will host the MSC Northeastern U.S. Horn 
Workshop on November 16, 17, and 18.

Mr. Leuba, principal hornist of the Chicago 
Symphony during the final years of Fritz Reiner's 
directorship, also performed with the Minneapolis 
Symphony and the Philharmonia Hungarica. He has 
been active as a soloist, chamber music performer, 
lecturer, clinician, and recording artist. He will 
perform an arrangement of the Strauss Horn 
Concerto No. 1 and the American premier.of a new 
work for horn and band by the Belgian composer 
Jan Seeger with the MSC Wind Ensemble at their 
concert Sunday afternoon November 18, at 3:00. 
He will also conduct clinics on embouchure 
mechanics, intonation perception, and a "Zen 
approach" to performance attitudes. Mr. Lawson, 
horn technician and former hornist with the 
Baltimore Symphony, will present clinics on horn 
maintenance, bell design, and mouthpiece adaptation. 
The workshop program is designed for students and 
teachers at all levels of proficiency and should be 
especially helpful to teachers and junior-senior high 
school age players.
